.hat the conditions he found wRan he entered office, no 
onger were tolerated. 
When he began his duties, he de- 
lared he found 15,000 establishm ents illegally selling in­ 
toxicating liquor. 
The inference given by the Mayor 
s that these establishm ents have been closed. 
No doubt, 
new places have been opened, but as raoidly as the police 
iccumulate sufficient evidence against them, they are 
dosed. 


“I was faced,” the Mayor declared, “when I entered of-, 
lice, with the problem of supinely going along with the 
•onditions th at existed or living up to my oath of office. 
I chose to do the latter.” 
, 
Speakers following Mayor Etever accorded him 
high 
iraise for the work he has undertaken and accomplished 
oward ridding Chicago of lax law enforcement. 
Probably the most striking sentences, however, deliv­ 
ered during the entire evening were from addresses by 
Elbert H. Gary, chairman of the board of the 
United 
States Steel Corporation, and by our own fellow-Alabam- 
an, Major General Robert Lee Bullard. 
Judge Gary said to the assemblage: “ Every man I have 
talked with is in favor of law enforcement except as it 
iffects him personally.”

General Bullard said: “Too much emphasis is being 
Maced on the enforcement of the prohibition law and not 
mough on the observance of it.” 
Judge Gary and General Bullard take the general pubr 
ic severely to task for its attitude toward enforcement of 
ill laws, and the prohibition laws particularly.

zenship has taken the position the dry measures were ea* 
icted solely for someone else. 
It is the class which draws a distinct difference between 
enforcement and observation. 
In effect the attitude of 
he»e is, “get everybody but me.”

ery other respect, are good citizens, kind neighbors, pa­ 
triotic and progressive. 
They contribute m aterially to 
their communities and are interested in all good causes. 
Yet, in the m atter of prohibition enforcement, they ex­ 
ercise a peculiar kind of mental reservation toward up­ 
holding it.
